up in imitation of the cotton thrond of the platn- 
tiffs, labelled, marked and prepared inevery way 
80 that it might paas for the thread of'tho plain- 
tiffs, especially among Chiness who were not. able 
very clearly to distinguish English charnotera 
and names, and slso for damages in some, shape 
or form if the jary found that dofondants had 
imitated plaintiffs’ cotton thread, that wags by’ 
paising off defendants’ thread as . plaintiffy’ 
and if ‘any damage or loss beon snffor- 
od, Tho question of damages was not likes
